Changes were made to the wording but the effect re-

The resolution as approved by the senate-committee now is as follows:

"Whereas, The imperial. German government has committed repeated acts of war against the gov- 


errfment and the people of the United States vof America, therefore be-it 
.-''-"Resolved, By the senate and house of representatives of the United States of America in congress 
jasse'mbled, that the state of war between' the "United States-and the imperial.'German government 
Avhich" has thus been thrust upon the United States is hereby formally. declared; and that the presi- 
dent be an'd he Is hereby authorized and directed to employ the entire naval and military forces of the 
United States and the resources of the goyernmefrt to carry on war against the imperial German gov- 
ernment and' to bring the conflict to a successful-termination, all of the resources of the country are - 
hereby pledged by the congress of the United, States."

As; aoori as the news of the revo- 
lution spread through Siberia those 
exiles who had the means started for 
the.nearest"'railroad, travelling day 
and night in the Arctic cold on 
peasant- sledges-or government post 
sleighs' Five days after the triumph 
of1'the revolution 6.000 -exiles en- 
tered Irkutsk, but the vast majority 
were unable to proceed west owing 
to the lack of rolling stock. These 
encamped about the town and along 
the railroad and at least a month 
will be needed'before they can be 
sent borne. 
The President of the exile recep- 
tion committee in Ekaterinburg gave 
the correspondent a general picture 
of tbe present conditions and pros- 
pects of- the exiles: He said there 
were 'probably altogether 
100,000 
persons in Siberia who had been re- 
leased' under the amhuesty measure 
of the provisional government.

rescued by the Alnwyck Castle from 
an open boat. 


The 24 men brought in by

Venezia had floated for four days 
and four nights in open boats be- 
fore being picked up.

UNDER NEW PLANS

Wubhinnton, April 3.—The defi- 


nite plans ol the war department are 
waiting to };o forward to congress 
when it is; ready to receive them. 


President 
Wilson' gave a clear 


view of the immediate steps to be

as confidential. 


The lirst element of the plan is 


the assembling of 500,000 men un- 
der a universal bervice system as an 
Addition to the regular army and 
National Guard which will provide a 
total war strength force of 1.200,- 
000.

army, orders to recruit the guards-

Army officers believe that 500,000

months,

months by other similar '"ncrements 
until a total army of the desired size 
has been 
mustered. 
General staff 


officials have consistently urged that 
a minimum of 3,000,00 trained and

Regulations For Voluntary Use 


In Emergency Criticised, 


ONE ESPECIALLY ATTACKED 


Proposed by Lansing, It Might, if En 


forced, Check Needed Publicity on 
National Pollcle*—The Regulatione In 
Full—Editors Generally Expected tc 
Abide by Thehi. 


Regulations "relative to censorship,' 


which newspapers of the country were 
asked to accept and follow voluutarilj 
pending' the enactment of a press ceri 
sorship law by congress, have been an 
nounced after a conference between 
representatives-of the state, war and 
navy departments and of four press 
associations. 


Most of the principles laid down in 


the censorship regulations have been 
and are being observed in spirit by the 
newspapers, which have endeavored to 
folloyithe wishes of officials as:to what 
to print and what not to print at this 
critical period. Practically all the criti 
cism heard after the regulations1 were 
made public was directed to the sixth 
regulation, which reads: 
JtJs1 requested that no Information, re 
'poets/ or.'.rumors attributing a policy to 
the government Iii -any international »it- 
uation, -not authorized by-the President or 
ft member of the cabinet, be ptiblishec 
without first consulting- the department o; 
•tate. "

Officials of the three departments 


represented were'made aware that 
the newspapers of the country woulc 
unquestionably find cause for objection 
to several :bfr the regulations and par- 
ticularly I tb No. 6. It was riaade plain 
that the press associations had" no 
.right to speak for the newspaper press 
•bf ;the: country, which reflect opinion 
and seek to give an idea of the impres- 
sion made by governmental policies. 


In this connection it was brought out 


that the head of one of the press asso- 
ciations had -proposed, -prior "to "the 
meeting, that hereafter the govern- 
ment should forbid the publication of 
any 'matter: not contained in ; official 
-statements handed out by the proper 
authorities and that copies of "these 
should; be farnished brily to press as- 
sociations aid noti'to Individual news- 
papers. If this proposal were adopted

Text of the Regulation*. 


This statement, embodying /the text 


of the regulations, Vas given but after 
the conference: 


"In view of the desire of' the - press 


of-the country to refrain from the pub- 
lication of information- harmful to the 
public interest and with the intention' 
of securing the maximum -publicity 
with the least-injury thereto, the fol- 
lowing regulations are hereby Issued 
for its guidance, -which it is; earnestly- 
requested be closely observed: 


Regulation I.—No information, reports 


or rumors should be published which tend 
to disclose the military and naval-policies 
of the .government of tti*r United States. 
(This regulation is directed against the' 
publication of any news" or comment which 
might 'reveal the strategic disposition or 
operation of armies or their subdivisions 
or the fleet or Its subdivisions; any meae- 
ures which might be, adopted In con- 
sonance with the department of state 
for the furtherance of American defense 
and. In general, any plans for the us* of 
the army and navy during the existence 
of a national emergency). 


Regulation t—No information, reports 


or rumors should be published which tend 
to disclose: 


(a) Movements or employment of armlee 


and their subdivisions, fleets and their 
subdivisions. 


(b) Movements of vessels of the navy or 
their arrival at or departure from any 
port. 


(c) Departures of merchant vessels 


should not be mentioned, and It is desired 
that the name of the port of arrival b* 
omitted. 


(d) Assignment or movement, whether 


as group* or Individuals, of officers and 
men of the military and naval establish- 
ments. 


(e) Transportation of malls, supplies or 
munitions. 


(f) Information of any designs, Inven- 


tions or test thereof, or of manufacture, 
transport or distribution of implements of 
war. 


S) Concentration of wSHtarF or naval 


supplies or location of such supplies. 


(Ij) Activities in or about arsenals, fortl- 
ficat?ons, army posts, naval mainlines.

WAR AT HAND., 


' By tomorrow, -possibly, not until 
Thursday or the following day. the 
American people through their rep- 
resentatives in Congress will declare 
that a state of war exists between 
Germany and the United States. The 
President of the United States 
in 


his address at Washington last night 
urged that sush action be taken, ad- 
vocated full co-operation with 'the 
Allies and 
suggested 
raising 
an 


army of a half million men. 


Expressions from the leaders show 


conclusively that Congress will lose 
no time in placing its stamp of ap- 
proval upon President Wilson's rec- 
ommendation and that all steps nec- 
essary to enable the United States to 
exert all its power and employ all 
its resources to bring the 
govern- 


ment of the German empire to terms 
and end CKe great war will be taken. 


The President's masterly address, 
read'by thousands in an extra edi- 
tion of the newspaper last night, de- 
clared that the present-German sub- 
marine warfare against commerce is 
a warfare against mankind, against 
all nations. 
While he was . on his 


way.to the capitol to speak news of 
the' sinking, with- loss of American 
lives, of the first armed America^ 
merchant vessel to leave the United 
States -was,,received. Tne President 
pointed out the fact that armed neu- 
trality is impracticable and that the 
only way open to preserve the integ- 
rity, honor and self-respect of the 
American people is to join with the 
Allies in 
crushing 
Prussian mili- 
tarism. The President made it clear 
that. Americans entertain only the 
kindliest feeling for the German peo- 
ple and that we do not make war 
upon the people of the German em- 
pire but upon the government 
of 


Germany. 


.The President has spoken and the 


American people will stand behind 
him; -The people of every land on 
earth are awaiting the action of con- 
gress." Already the word that con- 
gress -will speak, is* Known. 
America will now be put to the 
test and nobody doubts the result. 
We have been patient to a fault, we 
liave endured insult and injury for 
many -months, and 
now when all 


•other - methods have failed we are 
ready to take up arms and do our 
part towards bringing to an end the 
greatest tragedy the world has ever 
known.

MORBID YOUNG WOMEN. 


The tragic story of 
two young 


•women, "one from Cincinnati and one 
.from 
Newton, Mass.. who killed 


themselves in a double suicide agree- 
ment, at Portsmouth, N. H., is an ex- 
treme illustration of the tendency to 
morbidness which many young wom- 
en feel to some degree. People who 
Tun girls' seminaries and boarding 
schools find young women who con- 
ceive inordinate and abnormal 
at- 


tachments for each other. 
A bond 


of this kind led to this sad story of 


• two girls who died rather than to 


permit themselves to be separated. 
These regular love affairs between 


two persons of the same sex are rare- 
ly seen in the case of young men. 
Among girls they are not uncommon. 
The same passionate attachment and 
often the same spirit of jealously is 
seen as in affairs between men and 
•women. 
The results are rarely as 


• tragic as in this case. But they often 
lead to a lot of unhappiness and in- 
terfere with a girl's normal life and 
•work. The heads of private schools 
dread abnormal attachments, and try 
to turn their pupils' thoughts in san- 
er directions. 
To sober and self-contained per- 


sons such evidences of hysteria seem 
absurd. But many young women 
are bundles of nerves and sentiment 
to an eitent not realized by men and

ENGLAND'S WAR DEBTS 


(Joseph E. Davies in Century.) 


War debts grow with tremendous 


leaps in very short periods of time; 
but it is equally true that they have 
been retired most Slowly. Following 
the Revolution of ItJSS, for si period 
o f - 1 2 $ years England alternated be- 
tween periods-of peace and war. Dur- 
ing the (54 years of war approximately 
£825,000,000 were added to the na- 
tional debt, and during the 64 years 
of peace the debt was reduced by 
only £33,000,000 to the public debt 
of England. The Boer War 
wiped 


out the savings of 30 years that had 
been applied to the reduction of the 
national debt. 


All the savings of the 
imperial 


government ot" the richest country in 
the world, from the Revolution of 
1688 
down to 1914. a period of 226 


years, would be sufficient to finance 
only SO days of the present war. The 
taxpayer of Great Britain today is 
still paying taxes to cover the inter- 
est 011 the debt incurred by his fore- 
fathers in the American Revolution, 
the wars of the Napoleonic era, and 
Queen Anne's war. 


If the experience of England in 


the last 200 years in the retirement 
of -national debt is to be taken as a 
criterion, it will prabably be safe to 
conclude that 1.000 in the future the 
English people will be paying taxes 
to meet the interest on the debts 
now incurred. 


THOSE VETOES. 


(Ohio State Journal.) 


Governor Cox vetoed 15 of the 200 


Dills presented to him for signature 
and passed up 25 to become laws 
without his signature. All the vetoes 
will meet with public approbation. 
Some of he vetoes were based upon 
the neglect of the legislature to say 
what it meant and some because the 
laws were only a repetition of what 
were already enacted. In the case of 
the bill, carried unanimously, to ap- 
propriate ?7500 for a soldiers' monu- 
ment at Wapakoneta, the governor 
vetoed it because, as he called it, "a 
gratuitous insult" to the citizens of 
Auglaize County. The term is not 
too strong and it is a fair reflection 
upon a unanimous vote to appropriate 
money for a county soldiers' monu- 
ment. It has got to be that anything 
with "soldier" in it is right, a 
doctrine that every true soldier will 
repudiate. 
It is not particularly an 


honor for any mere sentiment to be 
established or. sustained by money 
forced from the people, which too 
often it is done.

a magnifying ejepiece. The largest 
refracting telescope is the well- 
known Yerkes instrument. It has an , 
object glass forty inches m diameter.

The biggest refl^ctine telescope in

This sec- 
ond reflection is accomplished by 
means of a plane mirror or '"flat" in- 
inserted in the upper end of the tube 
ana set at an angle of 45 degrees. 
This flat wili necessarily cut off some 
of the light falling upon the prin- 
cipal mirror, but since it is not large 
and since its supports are made as 
slender as possible, there is no seri- 
ous loss.

Thi», Howtver, Only In Cast of War. 


All Factories Are Obligated to Carry 
Out His Orders—Failure to Comply Is 
a Felony Punishable by Imprisonment 
for Three Years. 


Under the Hay national defense act, 


approved June S, 1916, the president 
has the authority to raise an army of 
1,000,000 or more to use in or out of 
the United States. The same measure 
provides that he may draft men from 
eighteen to forty-fne jears old into 
the service of the country in time of 
war. 
Section 79 provides that: "When 


the members of three or more regi- 
ments of the national 'guard of any 
state, territory or district shall have 
been brought into the service, the re- 
serve battalions of such regiments may 
be organized into provisional regiments 
and higher units. 


'•If for any reason there shall not be 


enough voluntary enlistments to keep 
the reserve battalions at the prescribed 
strength, a sufficient number of the un- 
organized militia shall be drafted into 
the service of the United States to 
maintain each of such battalions at the 
proper strength." 


The act provides for one reserve bat- 


talion for each regiment of infantry or 
cavalry, each nine batteries of field ar- 
tillery and each twelve companies of 
coast artillery brought into the service 
of the United States from the national 
guard in time of war. 


Can Draft Limitless Numbers. 


Such reserve battalion is to consti- 


tute the fourth battalion of any such 
regiment or tsvelve companies of coast 
artillery. Reserve battalions shall con- 
sist of four companies of such strength 
as may be prescribed by the president. 


The act also provides that the army 


can be increased by .five annual incre- 
ments, but in time of war or •when 
war is imminent all of the increments 
can be put in at once, making a stand- 
ing army of 250,000. 


la time of war the president is em- 


powered to draft without limit from 
the unorganized militia, which includes 
all men between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five. 


The author of section 79 of the Hay 


act asserts that the power of the pres- 
ident to enlarge the army under that 
provision practically is unlimited. 


The president in time of war or when 


war is imminent can, through the head 
of any department of the government, 
in addition to tue present authorized 
cietbocls of purchase or procurement, 
place an order with any individual 
firm, association, company, corpora- 
tion or organized oifcr-ufacturing indus- 
try for sucb. product or material as 
may be requirey. 


PrwidenVB Orders Imperative. 


Compliance with, all such orders for 


products and materiel is znade obliga- 
tory and takes precedence over all 
other orders and contracts theretofore 
placed. Any person, firm or other busi- 
ness combination falling to comply 
with the provisions of this section of 
the act is to be deemed guilty of a fel- 
only and liable to punishment by im- 
prisonment for not more than three 
years and by a fine not exceeding 
130,000. 


The Hay bill also provides for the 


procurement of gauges, dies, jigs, etc., 
necessary for the manufacture of arms 
to be used by the government or man- 
ufacturers of arms, ammunition and 
special equipment necessary to equip 
the land forces likely to be required 
by the United States in time of war. 


The act provides for the establish- 


ment, maintenance and operation of 
nitrate plants to supply nitrate for 
manufacture of powder. 


It contains a provision for an officers' 


reserve corps in time of war, and it is 
understood now that enough men are 
listed under this provision to tram any 
number of soldiers the government 
may need.

industrial growth—the acquisition 
of the Bentwood site 
on 
Williams 


street in the Maliolm addition. This 
wiH remedy one big handicap under 
which 
the 
Industrial 
committee 


labored in not having an immediate, 
available site designed 
to 
attract 


manufacturers who want quick ac- 
tion. The Bentwood site, one of the 
choicest for manufacturing purposes 
in the city, was acquired yesterday 
from L. A. Pearson 
through 
the 


civic pride and generous 
co-opera- 


tion of 21 persons and 
business 


firms who believe in Newark and 
are willing to back their belief in a 
substantial way. 


These 21 persons 
and 
firms 


formed a holding company which, 
for the Chamber of Commerce, pur- 
chased the Bentwood site of 3 1-2 
acres for $7,500, and will hold it for 
a period of not less than two years, 
without interest, through the New- 
ark Trust company as trustee. This 
gives the 
Industrial 
committee a 


valuable asset in bringing a new 
industry to Newark, as the 
site 


fronts on Williams street which is 
paved; it is on the Baltimore 
and 


Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, railways, 


close to the street car lines and in 
the ceter of a desirable resident secj 
tion. It is within the fire protect 
tion zone and on the property is a 
switch from the joint railways which 
would cost more than $1,500 to con- 
struct. 


For some time the owner of the 


property had been planning to lay it 
out in building lots. 
When the In- 


dustrial committee learned of this 
it got busy and worked out a plan 
whereby the property was taken over 
for the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 


through a holding company. 
The 


canvass was made quietly and one 
of the stipulations of the men who' 
pledged the money was that their 
names should not be given publicity. 


The Industrial committee has been 


one of the most active of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. It 
has investi- 


gated at much cost of time and labor 
scores of industrial prospects. Hun- 
dreds of letters have been written on 
information furnished the manager's 
office from all kinds of sources. Not 
a "tip" has been neglected nor an ap- 
portunity passed to interest the right 
kind of investors in Newark. 


Nearly all 
of these 
prospects 


sought concessions—moving expens- 
es, free sites, buildings to be erected, 
exemption from taxes or 'the sale of 
preferred stock. Most of these pros- 
pects, after investigation that took 
much work, had records of frequent 
removals and were without banking 
credit or little real capital. 
They 


were not indorsed as desirable, the 
committee holding that it is better 
for Newark to "lose the factory than 
lc| the factory lose" and a number 
of propositions that 
would 
have 


proved "bloomers" were avoided. 


Several propositions that had real 


merit and involved an outlay run- 
ning from $50,000 to $150,000 and 
more, were followed closely. 
One 


from northern Ohio elected to go to 
Cleveland. Three others, after long 
negotiations, decided to remain where 
they were when the conditions which 
had caused them to desire a reloca- 
tion, were met by home people. 
In 


every instance, the Newark commit- 
tee found other cities in the sharp- 
est kind of competition, 
not bnlj 


willing to meet Newark's offers, but 
double and triple them. It was a 
case of bid against each other until 
the propositions passed the bounds 
of good business and 
sane 
under- 


writing. 
The more deeply the In- 


dustrial committee went into this 
relocation question, the more it re- 
alized that frenzied 
efforts would 


prove fruitless: that Dayton. Can- 
ton, Youngstov.ii.

Bait For Fithing. 
" 


A fish hasn't a nose, but it can smell. 


Recent experiments have proved this. 
Anglers hare laid so much stress on 
the need of exciting a fish's interest 
by the look of food that the effect of 
scent has been overlooked. A shark 
will bite at a hook containing a piece 
,i>f fat pork, although the pork does not 
look like any kind of fish that swims 
in the sea. 


It'may be heresy in angling to sug- 


gest that a '"fly" should smell like a 
fly. These scientific experiments show 
how large a part smell plays in the 
food pursuit of fish. Bait, such as 
small crabs, was found and eaten by 
the-fishes two or three tunes as rapidly 
when the shells were broken. Bait 
placed inside a gauze bag was smelled 
within three minutes of being lowered 
in the water, and almost at the same 
time all the fishes began nibbling at 
the" bag. "When cotton was stuffed into 
its so called "nostrils" the dogfish 
would seldom observe the food that 
came near them.—Ghioago Herald.

He urged that men/get into touch with 
their associates in trade so that the 
committee groups would be able • to 
speak for all elements of any. trade-or 
industry when the time came.for gov- 
ernment service. 


For women, many of whom have been 


included in his correspondents, tlie 
secretary suggested that they affiliate 
with the local agencies organized to 
enroll the woman power of the nation. 
The National Security league, the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage association, and 
tlie'National Association of Women's 
clubs, he said, were all engaged in this 
work and the defence council, to which 
their services have been offered, has 
arranged that each shall cover a sep- 
arate field. 


As to the place skilled labor may find 


in the great national movement to meet 
the emergency, Mr. Baker said the de- 
partment of labor and the civil service 
commission were co-operating in get- 
ting such men for the government's 
arsenals and navy yards.
